HISTORY. 

ITS REVELATIONS CONCERNING THE FRAUDS 
PERPETRATED UNDBR DEMOCRATIC ADMINIS- 
TRATIONS. 

Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

WasHineton, Aug. 29.—An examination by 
the Indian Office of the question pending be- 
tween the North Carolina and Western Chero- 
kees has led to the unearthing of a Democratic 
swindle extending through ee administra- 
tions, and amounting te over $3,000,000. The 
money stolen was appropriated by Congress at 
various times in connection with the removal of 
the Cherokees from Northern Georgia and vicin- 
ity to the Indian Territory. A good 
portion of the money appropriated under 
the treaty of removal went into the 
hands ef those in the Democratic Ring 
which managed the affairs, and which, through 
the Administrations of Polk, Pierce, and 
Buchanan, continued to press claims, present 
bills, and secure appropriations for expenses in- 
curred in the removal. Where the actual cost 
of removal, in many cases, was only $20 per 
head, from $150 to $200 was charged, and bills 
for the removal of a fictitigus number of In- 
dians were submitted and allowed. The inves- 
tigation thus far has involved a number of Dem- 
ocratic politicians of the Administrations named, 
and has shown that the money stolen outright 
was not less than $3,000,000. 

ANOTHER REFORMER. 

The report of the Vemocratic Committee on 
the Freedmen’s Bank did not call attention to 
the manner in which ex-Representative Pierce 
M. B. Young, of Georgia, was found to be in- 
volved in its affairs as one of the favored few 
who obtained money on securities that proved 
to be worthless. The Committee was properly 
severe on Republicans in the District Ring who 
were similarly situated, but they failed to call 
attention to Young’s case, although he deserved 
double attention and condemnation from the 
fact that he deceived the Committee. When 
his connection with the real-estate pool 
was discovered, the Committee wrote 
for an explanation. He replied that 
Huntington had money of his in his hands, and 
inves it in the pool without his (Young’s) 
knowledge. Soon after the Freedmen’s Bank 
Committee ascertained that Young had borrow- 
ed the money there, and he knew how it was to 
be invested. So, while the two Committees 
discovered the crooked ways of this prominent 
Democrat, neither of them saw fit to mention it. 


FOR CONGRESS. 
FOURTH ILLINOIS, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Rockrorp, III., Aug. 29.—The Congressional 
fight in the Fourth District is getting more in- 
tense as the 7th of September approaches. Con- 
trary to general expectation, Gen. S. A. Hurl- 
but carried McHenry County against William 
Lathrop, of Rockford. But the supporters of 
Mr. Lathrop in Rockford do not despair at this. 
The success of Mr. Harrington, of DeKalb 
County, against Mr. Devine, has infused them 
with fresh vigor, for every one of the delegates 
are said to be opposed to the nomination 
of Gen. Hurlbut, and will take Lathrop as 
second choice. It now stands: Hurlbut, 
Boone County, four delegates; McHenry 
County, seven dclegates ; Lathrop, 
Winnebago County, ten delegates; Harrington, 
DeKalb County, eight delegates. It will be ap- 
parent that Lathrop’s chances, so far, are ahead. 
The fight will culminate in Kane County, where 
the caucus will be held Thursday. It is hoped 
that Kane County will bear in mind that Gen. 
Hurlbut is the man who reduced the Repub- 
lican majority in this District in two short 
ears from 10,000 to 1,500, and that a large num- 
er of the most prominent Repubticans of the 
district will not vote for Huribut. It is claimed 
that in the City of Rockford alone Mr. Hurlbut’s 
nomination means a loss to the Republican 
party of 1,000 votes. 
Jo the Editor of The Tribune, 
Sycamorg, III., Aug. 28.—The DeKalb Coun- 
ty Convention which met here to-day was a very 
interesting gathering. It will be remembered 
that two ycurs ago Gen. Hurlbut was beaten in 
DeKalb County, and also in Kane County, by 
Gen. Farnsworth. Until — recently it had 
been supposed that Mr. Divine, of Sycamore, 
would be the candidate presented by DeKalb 
County, but it becoming understood very gen- 
erally that Mr. Divine and his friends inten ed, 
if he could not be nominated, to select a delega- 
tion to the Elgin Convention which they could 
turn over to Gen. Hurlbut, the better class 
ot the Republican party in DeKalb County 
called out Elder William S. Herrington to run 
against Mr. Divine. Although Mr. Herrington 
only came out about a weck ago, he 
made a clean sweep, and was nominated upon 
the first formal ballot. The delegates selected 
are first-class men, who will work honestly and 
fairly to secure the nomination of Mr. Te 
ton, and, if that cannot be accomplished, will 
vote as a unit for the nomination of William 
Lathrop, of Winnebago County. The writer 
talked with a majority of the delegates, and 
they are all of the same mind. They want a 
thorough-going, honest man, and cannot be 
turned from that result by any efforts. So far 
as their votes can control the matter, the Fourth 
District can expect a good nomination. They 
are all in earnest for reform, and will not consent 
to the nomination of any man who is not capable, 
honest, and above reproach in every respect. The 
result in this county is not @ surprise 
to thoughtful men, for it demonstrates that the 
time has come when the power of a few leaders 
to control the voters is gone, and the only safe 
course for the party seeking to succeed, even in 
the strongholds of Republicanism, is to bring 
forward men who can command the confidence 
of the people. The result in this 2 se- 
cures the nomination of Herrington or Lathrop 
for Congress. For there is not a doubt about 
Kane County going solid for one or the other of 
these two men, either one of whom can carry to 
the support of the State and general ticket the 
grand old majorities of the Fourth District,—a 
very important consideration at this time, and 
one which the people of Kane 9 not 
overlook or fail to ap OTER.

THE INDIAN QUESTION. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 20.—There are few persons 
who think themselves incompetent to settle all 
questions of a public nature.— finance or Govern- 
ment. In fact, if you believe them, their ideas 
are wisdom. Iam not of that sort, and merely 
wished to throw out a few hints suggested by 
reading the views of a correspondent in your 
paper. 

The whole theory that to the Indians be- 
longs the land is defective, especially so far as 
the Sioux are concerned. They do not occupy 
a foot of land that has not been owned by other 
Indian tribes, and their title, such as they have, 
emanates from the tomahawk and scalping- 
knife,—from force and rapine. There are no 
regrets for the hapless savages who have been 
driven from their lands by these very Sioux 
Indians, nor for the helpiess wretcles who 
have pushed West under the protection of our 
Government and flag. Bishop Whipple, and 
hundreds of others who think themseives over- 
flowing with philanthropy, when they cry 
“stop” to the soldiers who are endeavor- 
ing to punish these red outlaws, have 
no ears for the shriek of the dying mother or 
the moan of the infant as they sink beneath the 
arrow of the Sioux; no feeling for the father 
struck down in his prime, or the tortured 
maiden.

The only way to tight them suc- 
cessfully is by hunting them as you would 
game,—crawl up to them, surprise them, take 
them unawares. After they have been sub- 
dued, then itis time for the good Bishop to 
come to the front, and then see what can be 
done for their civilization and comfort; but 
until that time let the ** Commissioners’ re- 
main in the place where they will dothe most 
good,—that is, as far away from the Ageneſes as 
possible.

TWIN CITIES. 


Neenah and Menasha. 
Apecial Correspondence of The Tribune, 

NEENAH, Wis., Aug. 26.—Up here in Eastern- 
Central Wisconsin lie situated a pair of twin 
cities which are becoming extremely popular as 
summer-resorts, having the advantages of de- 
lightful scenery, cool air, fine beach-bathing, and 
excellent boating and fishing facilities, and 
plenty of fish tocatch. Here, fora short time, 
1 have taken up my abode. In the heart of 
Winnebago County, of which Oshkosh is the 
capital, there may be found one of the thriſtiest 
farming and manufacturing communities in the 
United States. 

Neenah and Menasha are rival cities; of 
course they are not as pretentious or metropol- 
itan in character as Chicago; but,-nevertheless, 
they are cities, and, in miniature, deserve the 
name. 

Neenah claims a population of 4,500. I have 
carefully examined and looked-over the town, 
and I think 4,000 is a fair estimate. She boasts 
a Mayor, Board of Aldermen, Board of Health, 
and other little et-ceteras and necessary con- 
@mitants to the government of a municipality. 
She has neither debt, gas, nor water-works. 
Besides these, she has no idlefs; she is happy in 
having her entire population employed. 

The city owns a beautiful grove,—27 acres,— 
known aa the Riverside Park. It is not adorned 
by art, but Nature has made it beautifully at- 
tractive. Commencing on the main street, it 
slopes gracefully to a shore on the Fox River; 
while to the south of it lies Leke Winnebago, 
calm and lacid, apes whose waters 
are here and there dotted the sails of 
miniature yachts and pleasure-boats, while 
now and then the cheerful whistle of an 
ex@irsion-steamer alarms the air. There is also 
a charming lake-shore-drive, from which one 
may get a view covering a vista of twenty miles 
or more, clear and crystal-like, across the water. 

Menasha is not quite so attractive,—though, 
too,a pretty and enterprising city. She aiso 
has her Mayor and other city addenda, and a 

pulation of 3,000. Each of. the cities is di- 
vided into four wards, represented by two Al- 
dermen each. The Mayor of Neenah is a Dem- 
ocrat named Krueger; and the Council stands 
four and four, politically. Menasha has a 
publican Mayor, named Lawson, and five Dem- 
ocrats and three Republicans in her Council. 

Menasha has a railroad debt of $200,000 hang- 
ing over her, including interest, which she has 
been fighting for some years. Fifty thousand 
dollars in bonds was authorized to the Wiscon- 
sin Central, and $60,000 to the Milwaukee 
Northern; and these, with interest, have ac- 
cumulated, and are being fought in the Courts. 

Menasha has a woolen-mill, three flouring- 
mills, several iron-works, including a mowing- 
machine factory, and a straw-paper mill in course 
of erection. The largest enterprise there is the 
extensive bub, spoke, and bending works of 
Webster & Lawson, in which a capital of $150,- 
000 is invested. It covers a large area of ground, 
and gives employment to a large number of 
men. 

Neenah has one of the finest and best-kept 
hotels in the State, known as the Russell 
House, owned and conducted by Col. J. B. Rus- 
sell, one of the most enterprising landlords and 
business-men in the State. His house is mod- 
ern iu style, furnishing, and architecture, and 
cost ip all some 80,000. Then there is the old 
Gov. Doty mansion, on the [sland,—a log house 
of much pretension, and kept by Maj. J. Roberts, 
who builds a new house this fall. At the Rus- 
sell House many Chicago people make their 
headquarters, and, for a thoroughly-enjoyable, 
whole-souled, and hospitable town, Neenah 
stands second to none. 

There is no rer rot of hard times. The 
people are all thrifty and well-fixed, and, what 
with her four paper-mills, seven flour-mills, 
stove-foundry, saw-mills almost innumerable, 
and doing a good, profitable business, Neenah 
has no cause to complain. 

The wheat-crop in this county has been a little 
less than the average, having been somewhat 
damaged by the chmch-bug. The corn-crop 
will be immense, never having promised better; 
and, altugether, Winnebago County prospects 
are good.

The Powers have united in a note for the 
mmediate cessation of hostilities between 
furkey and Servia, and the matter has been 
luly laid before the Grand Vizier.

In these days of Democratic pretensions to 
reform and purity of purpose, it is refresh- 
ing to turn back the leaves of history and 
read of the masterly schemes in this direc- 
tion which were carried to fruition by for- 
mer Administrations in which Southern poli- 
ticians had command of the Ship of State, 
and Northern doughfaces occupied the fore- 
castle and did the menial labor and got all 
the kicks for the Constitution’s sake. One 
item of reform is particularly prominent 
during the Administrations of Poix, Prerce, 
and Bucnanan. It was a decidedly rich 
mine for the workers therein. There were 
in those early days a few sca‘tered 
Indians in North Carolina and Northern 
Georgia. The philanthropic Reformer of 
that epoch, sympathizing with these lonely 
beings, conceived a plan to remove them to‘ 
the Far West, where they might have purer 
air, better hunting grounds, and enjoy larger 
opportunities for getting and losing scalps. 
This was a glorious project, but where was 
the money to come from? Such questions 
never bothered the great Reformer of those 
days. The National Treasury was open to 
the South, and these great men scorned to 
be behind their fellows in taking advantage 
of that fact. There were but few Indians to 
transport, and the cost per savage 
would be small, yet there was another 
transport to be provided for, and 
and that was where the most costly part of 
the contract came in. It was the personal 
transport, of the joyful sort, with which 
those Reformers beheld their profits after re- 
ceiving about three millions of dollars for 
the noble work of removing these Indians, or 
about $120 per head where the actual cost 
was not above $20. It is expected that 
these noble-minded men or their heirs will 
immediately return the above difference to 
the Treasury in order that Mr. Tom's 
chances may not be imperiled. 

TILDEN VS. TILDEN. 

It is proper to keep in mind that nobody 
has madea charge of perjury against Mr. 
Tubw except Mr. Torx himself, in order 
that the little onpleasantness about the 
income-tax shall not be relegated to the 
category of campaign lies.”

The Illinois Staats- Zeitung, not withstand- 
ing its leaning toward the TILDEN party, con- 
fesses that the explanation of Mr. Torx's 
private secretary is thin,“ and that no 
explanation at all would have been far bet- 
ter than such a one. It points out, as Tue 
Tawor has already pointed out, that the 
law required a return of the entire income of 
the year from all sources, and provided ex- 
ceptions, such as taxes, losses, etc. That 
Mr. Tx professed under oath to make a 
return of his gross income is proved by the 
fact that he made deductions to the amount 
of nearly $7,000. Yet this gross income, as 
returned by him under oath, was less than 
$14,000, when he subsequently swore that 
he received $20,000 from a single client dur- 
ing that year. The Staats- Zeitung is too in- 
telligent to be deceived by the assertion that 
this sum of $20,000 had really been earned 
in previous years ; the fact that it was re- 
ceived in 1862, as sworn to by Mr. Torx, 
made it a part of his income for that year, 
though he had previously sworn that his 
gross income for that year was less than 
$14,000. The Staats-Zeitung is also con- 
strained to admit that probably very many 
persons who had not made up their mind 
for whom they will vote will be deterred 
from voting for In by this exposure, 
though it thinks that those who had already 
espoused his cause will stand by him, not- 
withstanding he has recently sworn that he 
swore falsely in 1862 in order to swindle the 
Government. And it also has so little faith 
in the honest perceptions of the American 
people that it thinks a majority of them may 
still vote for bim for President. This is a 
sort of foreign opinion, not to say contempt, 
which we hope the result will fully set at 
naught. 

If we abandon Mr. Tux as a witness 4 
against himself, the case will be found to 
grow in the amount of the swindle, though 
the lack of principle and the evidence of 
perjury remain the same.

sible to verify this statement by the books 
of the two Companies. It is really not of 
very much importance. If Mr. TD 
swore that his gross income was only $14,000 
in 1862, when he knew that he had received 
$20,000 in that year from a single company, 
he would likewise have sworn the same 
knowing that he received $90,000, which 
would be the aggregate of his fees from the 
three Companies as they are now stated. 
But it is better, perhaps, not to con- 
fuse the record by bringing in other 
income, since it is simply self-evi- 
dent that his income must have averaged 
more than $15,000 a year during the entire 
term of years when the tax was imposed, if 
his fortune amounts now tg several 
millions of dollars. But the real case 
against Mr. Tom is made out by himself, 
because, in his answer to the Alton & Terre 
Haute suit, he does not say that he had 
charged up $20,000 for services, in 1862, but 
that the sum of $20,000 was paid to him by 
that Company in that year. The charge is 
not ifidefinite or speculative. It is Mr. T- 
DEN swearing in one case that he swore 
falsely in the other, and the only answer he 
‘can make is to show that he did not make 
one or the other of the two affidavits. This 
he has so far failed todo. Others may have 
falsified their income returns, but we think 
there are few persons who have subsequent- 
ly admitted it under oath. As to this, the 
Cincinnati Gazette states the case fairly when 
it says: We presume In is not the 
only man in the country who swore to false 
income returns, but he is the only man of 
the class who is a candidate for President of 
the United States.”

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A MONSTER COMBINATI’ 

The combination of coal companies wach 
was dissolved afew days ago at an angry 
meeting in New York has had a remarkable 
history. In 1872 the Philadelphia & Reading 
Company obtained a new charter as the 
Reading Coal & Iron Company, to own 
and work coal mines and lands in Pennsylva- 
nia. The Company bought coal lands and 
interests in Schuylkill County, producing 
2,700,000 tons of coal annually, paying 
therefor, $60,000.000. The other coal inter- 
ests in the county produced 3,242,000 tons 
yearly, and to these the Company offered a 
combination, the owners to receive a cer- 
tain sum per ton for their coal. The offer 
was accepted, and the price at which coal 
was to be sold was to be fixed at monthly 
meetings of the producers. The first fixing 
of prices was in January, 1873, to which the 
Lehigh Coal & Navigation Company, the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad 
Company, ang the Wilkesbarre Coal & Iron 
Company were parties. The Pennsylvania 
Coal Company, Lehigh Valley Railroad Com- 
pany,and the Reading Company subsequent- 
ly united. In February an advance in the 
price of coal was fixed, and so, from time to 
time, the prices have been ever since fixed. 
In January, 1875, the Companies established 
regulations for the trade. Each of the six 
Companies was to be allowed to deliver at 
the shipping points 10,000,000 of tons. The 
Companies were the following: There were 
then in the combination the Philadelphia & 
Reading, Lehigh Valley, New Jersey Central, 
Delaware & Hudson, Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western, and Pennsylvania Coal Com- 
pany. A Standing Committee was appoint- 
ed for the year, to meet monthly. 

In February, 1876, there was another regu- 
lation adopted, and the prices fixed for the 
year. Mr. Asa Pacxer, President of the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad, refused to join the 
combination, but agreed to carry out the 
wishes of the Companies operating in the 
Lehigh region. But in April it was discov- 
ered that the Lehigh Valley operators had 
sent 100,000 tons of coal to market more 
than their proportion of the whole produc- 
tion. This breach of faith waa patched up 
temporarily, but the bad faith was repeated, 
and, finally, at the August meeting, the 
whole combination was dissolved. All the 
Companies engaged in this ring were coal 
mining as well as transportation companies, 
except the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company 
and the Central Railway Company of New 
Jersey, the latter owning the Lehigh & Sus- 
quehanna Railway. 

This was exclusively a combination of the 
operators of anthracite coal. This coal lies 
along the Valleys of the Schuylkill, Lehigh, 
Lackawanna, and Wyoming Rivers. These 
railroad and canal companies have a monop- 
oly of the transportation, and also of the 
coal lands and mines, which they either own, 
or as lessees or otherwise control. Read- 
ing, Wilkesbarre, and Scranton are the cen- 
tres of these several regions. The popula 
tion is dense, and are all directly or indirectly 
concerned in the production or transporta- 
tion of coal. By including the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railway Company and the Central New 
Jersey Railway Company, the combination 
was able to dictate to the pound how much 
anthracite coal should be shipped from the 
mines to market and how much each Company 
should ship, and the prices at which it should 
besold. Thisleague was successfully operated 
until this spring, when the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad Company, being purely a trans- 
portation company, refused to be limited in 
the amount of its business, and transported 
all the coal offered to it without regard to 
the regulations of the league. The main 
purposes accomplished by the league during 
its existence was the prevention of competi- 
tion. No company was allowed to sell more 
than a prescribed amount of coal. It also 
accomplished a possibility of having a per- 
manency in the price; the control of the 
amount to be sold enabled them to. dictate 
the price at which it was to be sold. To sell 
coal at that price it was necessary to limit 
production, and, as either one of the four 
districts could produce as much coal as the 
annual sales of the combination, we have an 
explanation of the reason why the mines are 
only worked at intervals, throwing the 
miners out of employment more than half 
the time, and compelling them in 
a measure to accept the wages of- 
fered them by the companies. The anthra- 
cite coal companies have not been able 
to make any serious extortion on the public 
in the way of prices. There is a point to 
which the prices of anthracite coal may be 
pushed, but, when prices are carried beyond 
that, the consumption declines, and other 
coals enter into competition. To this, and 
not to any unwillingness or moral compunc- 
tions on the part of the companies, is due 
the forbearance of the monopoly. The fact, 
however, remains that the anthracite regions 
of Pennsylvania are capable of producing 
Ren senting tomarhet annsally 06 least three 
es the amount of coal that is sold. This 
would, of course, materially reduce the price 
of coal to consumers; but, as the coal-beds 
and all the means of transportation from the 
mines are mainly owned and controlled by 
the same corporations, the amount of coal 
produced and transported is limited by 
agreement that there shall be no competition 
in prices, and the price to consumers is fixed 
arbitrarily on the first day of each month.

THE CONFEDERATE HOPE. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Gazette, discussing the subject of 
Southern war-claims, which had to be post- 
poned until after the election, states that the 
reason the House refused the annual appro- 
priation of $6,000 to continue the examina- 
tion and classification of the Rebel archives 
was that these papers contain conclusive evi- 
dence which has proved fatal to claims for 
millions of dollars, and will be fatal to other 
millions not yet acted on. The House 
tables, however, are covered with petitions 
for compensations for war damages by 
Southern people. There is one bill pending 
intended to make a “general law,” which 
proposes to authorize the Secretary of War 
to “allow reasonable compensation to all 
citizens of the United States for the use and 
occupation of their property by the United 
States during the late War.” Under this bill 
the whole South might claim rental for oceu- 
pation by our armies. The following is 
fairly put as probabilities under such a law:

Put in this shape, the matter seems absurd, and 
yet there were twenty propositions submitted 
openly, in the shape of bills by Southern Demo- 
crates, which, if enacted into laws, would insure 
the payment of precisely such accounts as these. 

Now, all that is needed is the election of a 
Democratic President, and the appointment 
of a Democratic Secretary of War,—a man 
from the South, for instance,—and then a 
law authorizing the Secretary to settle all 
these Southern claims upon principles of 
equity and justice. There cannot be a Dem- 
ocratic House, nor a Democratic Senate, 
without a Confederate majority in the party 
in each House. Of course there must be 
Confederate representatives in the Cabinet. 
Several of the members of Jzrr Davis’ Cab- 
inet are still living; two of them, the At- 
torney General and Postmaster General, are 
now members of the House of Representa- 
tives. Every man at the South who owned 
land that was occupied or crossed by Union 
troops has a claim for damages; every man 
whose property was occupied, or taken, or 
destroyed by Confederates has a claim for 
compensation on the ground that the United 
States ought to have protected him. There 
is no end to the variety of claims. 
The aggregate of these claims waiting 
the election of a Democratic President and 
Congress, and the appointment of a Demo- 
cratic Cabinet, will not.fall short of $2,000,- 
000,000. This is one of the great objects of 
the campaign ; it isthe material end sought 
by the Confederate Democrats at the South, 
who care nothing for T personally, but 
would vote for any other Democrat just as 
readily. They know that they will rule the 
Democratic party, and that if Tr be 
elected he must get two-thirds of his elec- 
toral votes from them ; and that they will in 
like manner have two-thirds of the Demo- 
cratic Senators and a majority of the Demo- 
cratic House. In fact, as Ben Huw said, 
they have come back to stay, and during 
their stay intend to control all branches of 
the Government and reimburse.their people 
for the material losses of the War. 

But are the people of the United States 
prepared to pay the Southern claims for war 
damages? Are they prepared to pay the 
Southern people the expenses of the war on 
their part? Are they prepared to assume a 
new debt as great as our present debt? All 
these questions are to be answered at the 
polls. It depends entirely whether the peo- 
ple elect Harzsor Tfipen. If Torx, then 
the ex-Confederates will be in power; will 
have control of both branches of Congfess, 
and control over the Treasury., These peo- 
ple have waited through eleven years of pov- 
erty; they hsve envied the comparative 
wealth and pwsperity of the North; they 
have asked for a share of the national 
bounty in the shape of payment for all their 
losses during the War, and here, in TripEn’s 
election, is the realization of their hopes, and 
their restoratim as the superior race to the 
Government oi the country. 


THE CITY AND THE GAS COMPANTES. 
We presume that the proposition made by 
the South Sid) Gas Company to ligni the 
street-lamps up to April 1 next, burning 3 
feet of gas pei hour, at the rate of $21 per 
year for every lamp, is based upon the price 
of $1.50 per 1,000 feet, for which it also 
offers to furnish the gas in the public build- 
ings. If thisis so, the offer should be ac- 
cepted, as it onforms to the terms agreed 
upon by the Gas Committee as fair and 
equitable. It is not necessary to make any 
point about he pretended reservation of 
all rights umler the contract, except as 
waived for the time included in this proposi- 
tion, because f is evident that Mr. Warxrs 
and his Comyany have concluded that they 
cannot enfor@ the terms of their outra- 
geous contrac, or they would not vol- 
untarily resigi’ $1 for every 1,000 feet 
to be conmmed. Nor is it worth 
while to wastedebate on the claim that this 
proposition civers the bare cost of manu- 
facturing gas, since we have an abiding 
faith that theowners of the Gas Company 
will not furnia the city with illuminating 
material at f financial sacrifice to them- 
selves. The froposition is made to extend 
to April next about the time half of the 
Council will gain be elected, and its con- 
tinuance beyind that time,.or a return to 
the old orde of things, will depend upon 
the people hemselves.

In the meantime, .the private con- 
sumers in the West Division will unquestion- 
ably do their share in punishing the BLIS 
Company by refusing to use its gas wherever 
it is at all practicable to substitute private 
gas-works or to burn oil or gasoline. 

There is no longer any question as to the 
power of the city to protect itself as against 
Mr. Bros or any other monopoly in the 
matter of furnishing gas for the streets,—the 
contracts to the contrary notwithstanding. The 
reasoning of Corporation-Counsel ANTHONY 
is so clear, the principle is so evident, and 
the precedent so strong, that the Courts will 
unquestionably hold that the power of the 
city over lighting the public streets could not 
be bartered off for aterm of years, and that 
no single Council could bind its successors 
by a cast-iron contract which would deprive 
the people of self-protection in their corpo- 
rate capacity. How the gas contracts have 
been abused was abundantly shown by Mr. 
Swett in his argument before the Committee 
on behalf of the Company that proposes to 
light the streets with oil. The gas bills have 
doubled since the fire, increased three-fold 
since the contracts have been in opera- 


tion, four-fold in the last ten years, 
twelve-fold in the last twelve years, 
and twenty-two-fold in the last six- 


teen years. The ratio of increase in the 
cost of lighting the streets is four times as 
much as the ratio of increase in population. 
The public expenditure for gas amounts, at 
the present rate of cost and consumption, 
to about $700,000 per annum, when it ought 
not to exceed $250,000 per annum. The 
cost of lighing the streets with oil will not 
be more than $175,000 per annum; indeed, 
responsible parties offer to doit for that 
sum. There may be an advantage in gas 
over the gasoline furnished by the oil-lamp, 
but that cannot be positively stated until it 
is tried. The trial should and certainly will 
be made unless fair terms can be made with 
the Gas Companies.

THE END OF THE SERVIAN WAR. 
The Turko-Servian war is virtually at an 


end, and all that remains to be done is the 
agreement upon terms of peace between 
Prince Max and the Sublime Porte. The 
world, which sympathized with the Servians, 
except the Tories of England, who are apol- 
ogists for the Turkish butchers, will be dis- 
appointed at the result. It had expected at 
least that the Servians would be able to hold 
their ground with sufficient stubbornness to 
secure a recognition of the reforms they de- 
manded, even if their claim for territorial 
acquisition was not met. The war has barely 
lasted two months, and yet in that time the 
Servian army corps, both in Bosnia and in 
the southeastern frontier, have met with al- 
most constant disaster, and have been driven 
back with heavy loss almost to the walls of 
Belgrade. Their allies, the Montenegrins, 
have fared better. They have shown them- 
selves to be brave, hardy, and des- 
perate in battle, and possessed of 
magnificent fighting qualities. They have 
defeated the Turks on several occasions, and 
the recent crushing disaster to Muxurar 
Pasna at Urbitza, if it had been followed 
up with equivalent Servian successes, would 
have gone far towards ending the war. But 
the Montenegrins, brave as they are in bat- 
tle, have never once shown themselves capa- 
ble of following up their advantages. After 
destroying nineteen of Muxurar Pasna’s 
battalions, they allowed him to escape in a 
crippled condition, take a new position, and 
hold it until reinforcements arrived without 
making any effort to strike a second blow. 
Had they followed up their advantages and ? 
effected a junction with their allies in Bosnia, 
even then they might have changed the gen- 
eral result. 

What is to be the outcome of the strug- 
gle? Will the Christians be remanded to 
the persecutions and brutalities of the re- 
morseless Turks, who will govern them more 
ferociously than ever, in revenge for their 
losses in war? Will the recognition of 
Turkish domination, upheld by massacre, 
give Europe the repose which the Great 
Powers profess to want? Evidently not. 
The restoration of the ante-bellum status 
must plunge everything into chaos again. 
The Turks and the Christians cannot live as 
one community in peace. The Christians have 
brought their demand for the primary rights 
of humanity and society before the world so 
prominently that it must be recognized. It 
is gratifying to see that the English people 
are beginning to take this view of the situa- 
tion, and to recognize the fact that there 
is something higher and nobler than 
their selfish, ‘miserable apprehensions 
about their Eastern policy. The Lon- 
don Times evidently speaks with 
authority when it says: Turkish misrule 
means weakness, recurring rebellion, and 
foreign war; it carries with it a menace to 
the whole of Europe. This country will be 
ready to jointhe other States in devising 
such reforms as will protect the Christian 
part of Turkey's population, without regard- 
ing the conveniences of the Porte.” In

Not- 
withstanding that the army is insuffl- 
cient for the needa of the coun- 
try, the expenses continue to grow. The 
present despair of the situation grows out of 
the workings of the system of promotion. 
The old purchasing system had been an eye- 
sore to the English people for a century, and 
GuiapstTong got rid of it by adopting promo- 
tion ; but the right of controlling the army 
had to be repurchased, that is, officers had 
to be compensated for what they paid for 
their commissions, and this had already cost 
the Government $50,000,000, and not added 
a man to the fighting strength of the army. 
Even after this expenditure, the flow of pro- 
motion, which it was supposed would rapidly 
ensue, has not taken place. Underthe pur- 
chase system, officers of the line became 
Lieutenants after three years, Captains after 
nine years, Majors after nineteen years, and 
Lieutenant-Colonels after twenty-three years 
anda half of service; while under promotion, 
they will become Captains after sixteen 
years, Majors after twenty-nine years, and 
Lieutenant-Colonels after thirty-three years. 
To obviate the difficulty and insure the flow 
of promotion, the Royal Commission, which 
is composed of experts, seriously proposes to 
recommend compulsory retirements, and of- 
fer financial temptations for early retire- 
ments. The cost of the improvement which 
they contemplate is estimated at £19,900,000, 
or almost $100,000,000, in addition to the 
$50,000,000 already expended in compensat- 
ing commissioned officers. 

The English have had to pay a good round 
sum for the pleasure of entertaining the rep- 
resentative Capt. Jrvxs of the Horse Marines, 
who feeds his horse on pork and beans, and 
always lives beyond his means, because he is 
a Captain in the army. But the Capt. 
Iss and their expensive compensations 
are not the only trouble with the English 
army. It is no better, no larger, no 
more effective, than it was half a 
century ago. England has squads of 
soldiers scattered here, there, and every- 
where, but in the modern military sense of 
the term she has no army at all. She has 
made no advance in military organization, 
drill, or discipline, and has taken no advan- 
tage of the immense strides that have been 
made in military science. The French, Ger- 
mans, and Russians, however, have kept up 
with the growth of the modern military sys- 
tem, have adopted all the modern improve- 
ments, and have kept their armies on a war 
footing. Any one of these Powers could 
overrun the United Kingdom, if they could 
small force and without any serious opposi- 
tion. England has ceased to be a military 
power, and, to judge from the recent numer- 
ous disasters to her fleet, she will soon cease 
to be a naval power, both as concertis ship- 
building and ship-management. France, 
Russia, Germany, and Austria are the real 
war-powers of Europe. England has sunk 
out of sight, so far as military influence is 
concerned. ,

„The last report of the Inspector of Reforma- 
tory and Industrial Schools in Great Britain 
develops one verv curious result. In England, 
during 1872-’3-’4, the number of Protestant 
girls discharged from the reformatory schools 
was 549, of whom 73 per cent were doing well, 
while of 126 Catholic girls, 80 per cent were 
doing well. From the industrial schools, 70 per 
cent of the Protestant girls were doing well and 
89 per cent of the Catholic. Similar compari- 
sons having been instituted with regard to the 
boys, different results are reached. There were 
discharged in the above three years from the 
English reformatory schools 2,458 Protestant 
and 675 Catholic boys. Seventy-five per cent of 
the Protestant boys were doing well and but 62 
per cent of the Catholic boys. Similar results 
were found in Scotland.. As between Protestant 
and Roman Catholic children in Great Britain, 
therefore, we are to understand that Catholic, 
girls are better behaved than Protestant, but 
—— boys are better behaved than Cath- 
olic.

A statement was made yesterday that Capt.

SATURDAY’'S RACE. 

The first race of the series was sailed on Satur- 
day, Aug. 26. It was decided by Capt. Prindiville 
and myself that the course should be shortened te 
7% miles to windward and return, to sail twice 
over the same, instead of 15 miles and return, as 
the articles stated, in order that the citizens of 
Chicago might witness the race. The course was 
logged off outside the breakwater, and was to be 
oil the City of Chicago.” Asis well known on 
the second round Capt. Prindiville sailed inside of 
the harbor-pier, and by thie maneuvre, as all 
skillful on-lookers in sailing matters know, won 
the race. He had no right to sail inside the piers, 
because Capt. Nicholson, the referee, logged the 
course off outside the same, and distinctly stated 
that the yachts should go outside when startin 
them. Moreover, he furnished a rough sketch o 
the course tothe crew of the Ina, whereon the 
course was distinctly marked off on the outside. 
Briefly, however, I may state that when the judge 
for the Ina, Mr. artly, demurred to the 
course sailed by the Frolic, A Nicholson gave 
out that it was all right.“ There can be no 
question, when the articles“ are borne in mind. 
and the course as logged off by the referee, but 
that the Frolic forfeited this race by sailing inside 
the piers, and yet believing we could win the two 
following trials, and also doubting the fairness of 
the referee after his cisregarding of his own in- 
structions to sail outside, as he had logged the 
course, this was allowed to drop. 

MONDAY. 

On Monday, however, I was very particular to 
see that everything was fully understood, so that 
there could be no shadow of reason for any mis- 
understanding. With this view I particularly re- 
quested to know what the course was to be in the 

resence of several members of the Ina’s crew. He 
jistinctly stated to me that he would anchor a 
small sail-boat off the breakwater, while he, with 
the judges, would be on board the tug Tom Brown, 
alongside the pier, and that the yachts must pass 
out between the sail-boat and the tug, and, 
returning, cross the line between the same, 
and he would take their time as they crossed this 
line, going out and coming in. As to the correct- 
ness of my memory and statement, I invite special 
attention tothe affidavits of reliable members of 
the Ina’s crew, corroborating it fully. By the 
terms of the articles herewith printed, it will 
be seen that there is only one *‘stake-boat’’ men- 
tioned. The race was to be 15 miles to (wind- 
ward and return. The start was to be a flying 
one,” i. e., each yacht was to cross an imaginary 
line under full sail, and her time was to be taken 
as she passed out and came in over the same line. 
This was the understanding, as the affidavits of 
men of unimpeachable character herewith given 
will bear conclusive evidence. The referee, Capt. 
Joseph Nicholson, repeatedly told not only the 
members of the Ina's crew of the manner the 
yachts were to pass out, but the judge for the Ina 
on the second day's race, Capt. Webb, was dis- 
tinctly advised that the yachts were to crosa the 
line coming in without rounding any buoy. With 
these specific directions the Ina sailed over the 
course and beat the Frolic fairly. 

She was sailed over the winning lime precisely as 
Capt. Nicholson directed, and as he informed the 
judge for the Ina that she should go. The action 
of the referee, subsequently, is beyond all com- 
prehension, except that his words did not agree 
with his acts.

THE JUDGE. 

State of Illinois, Cook County, ss.: I, Charles 
Webb, of the City of Chicago, dealer in railroad 
supplies, being duly sworn, depose and say that I 
acted as judge on the part of the yacht Ina in the 
match race between the Ina and Frolic on Monday, 
Aug. 28 ins, and was on board the tug Tom 
Brown, the stake-boat, during the race. I was 
furnished a copy of the articles under which the 
race was to be sailed by Capt. Davis, of the Ina, 
and specially cautioned to note carefully al! the 
conditions. A small sail-boat was anchored about 
300 feet from the breakwater so that we could take 
the time when 72 crossed the imaginary line 
from the end of the breakwater to the small sail- 
boat. The time wastakenasthe yachts passed 
over this line. When the yachts returned the Tom 
Brown was at the end of the breakwater. I asked 
Capt. Nicholson if the Captains of the two yachts 
understood distinctly the manner in which 
the were to come in. Capt. Nicholson 
ep ied to me that ‘‘there could be no 
mistake about it. as he had given 
them their instructions this morning to come in 
between the sail-boat anchored there —pointin 
to the sall-boat I have spoken of— and the en 
of the breakwater, and they could not misunder- 
stand it, as they both told him they understood 
it.“ Capt. Atkins then told Capt. Nicholson that 
he (Nicholson) was mistaken; that they were to 
leave the sail-boat on the starboard-hand. Capt. 
Nicholson replied to him that it was not so, that 
he started them out between the end of the break- 
water and the sail-boat, and they were to pass in 
between the same over the ground as they went 
out. As the yachts neared the stake-boat Capt. 
Nicholson ordered the small boats away from the 
space between the tag Tom Brown, at the end of 
the breakwater, and the sail-boat anchored as 
above stated, telling them to go outside so that 
the yachts might have a clear passage. On the 
near approach of the yachts the Ina bore away 
slightly to cross the line near the Tom Brown, and 
immediatefy after the Frolic bore up, and Capt. 
Nicholson seemed much surprised at the movement 
on the pat of the Frolic, and said: ‘* Where in 
h—lis John going now—where is the d—d fool 
going to“ meaning Capt. Prindiville, whe was 
sailing the Frolic. I answered that she was evi- 
dently going to windward of that sail boat, mean- 
ing the sail boat anchored as above stated. Capt. 
Nicholson replied, ** Let her go,—let her to 
hell if she wants to, if he does not know better 
than that. As the Ina drew near, Capt. Nichol- 
son arranged with some one below to blow the 
whistle of the tug Tom Brown when he gave the 
signal by 1 foot on the deck, as was 
done out in the lake as the yachts rounded the 
stake boat. Capt. Nicholson borrowed my stop 
watch in order that he might be precise iu the time, 
the yachts being so near together. Capt. Atkins 
called the time when the whistle by the arranged 
signal of Capt. Nicholson was sounded. As the 
Ina crossed the line Capt. Nicholson stamped on 
the deck, and the whistle was sounded, and he 
marked the time ona memorandum he held in his 
hand, thus recognizing the Ina as having properly 
crossed the score, thereby finishing her race. 

After the Frolic passed the sail- baut marking the 
line over which the yachts Ina and Frolic passed 
out, Capt. Atkins claimed the race for her, on ac- 
count of the Ina’s crossing on the wrong side of the 
sail-boat already mentioned. Capt. Nicholson re- 
plied: Gentlemen, that is a matter for you to

An instance of the different ways in which the 
same fact may be reported over the wires occurred 
yesterday. A cargo of No. 2 spring wheat, ship- 
ped in the Reindeer from Chicago about a month 
ago, arrived in Montreal Monday. One telegram 
stated thatit had arrived in splendid condition, 


‘and anothergreported the same wheat as being 


hot and musty. The question is, Did those two 
telegrams start right, and, like the two letters in 
the hands of Handy Andy, get mixed up on the 
way? or was the wheat seen by different pairs of 
eyes with such widely divergent results’ Of course 
each sender was honest in his expression of opin- 
ion. Nobody denies that. But there isa difficulty 
in determining whether to believe one, which, er 
both. 
Sale was made yesterday of 100 car-loads Cali- 
fornia brewing barley, to be delivered within sixty 
days on track in this city at $1.15 per bu. The 
freight will be about 50c per bu, leaving 55c to pay 
for the barley at the depot in California. At this 
price more will probably follow; and the barley is 
understood to de well worth the money here, as 
compared with 80c per bu in store. 

THE MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were nervous and 
irregular yesterday, except provisions, weich were 
dull and rather weak all through the session. 
Wheat and corn started out stronger, but weak- 
ened afterwards, and rye and barley were higher. 
The trading was chiefly specniative, the shipping 
movement being light. The weather was cloudy 
early, and it rained afterwards, but not enough to 
make any great difference in prices, though it was 
known to be wet at several different points in the 
West. The weather in England was wet, which 1s 
bad for the harvest there, except in the southern 
counties, the grain being still out in the fields in 
Midland and Northern England. The receipts of 
grain here were fair, except im wheat, and the 
shipments comparatively light. 

There was a brisk demand for prints, and a fairly 
active movement in bleached cottons, worsted 
dress-goods, shawls, hosiery, and notions, but in 
other lines trading remained quiet. Prices were 
firm ali around, while standard cotton-productions 
show an advancing tendency. Groceries were not 
particularly active, though fairly se in comparison 
with former seasons at a like period. There was a 


in choice to fancy Rio of e being the only change 
noted. Dried fruits remain quiet. Business is 
improving, however, and there is a better feeling 
among jobbers, The fish trade was again quoted 
quiet, with prices ranging about the same as be- 
fore. Butter continues active and firm. Cheese 
was in moderate demand at previous quotations, or 
at 3@9c for inferior to best. No changes were ap- 
parent in the bagging market, the demand con- 
tinning active at 2ic for Stark, and 10e for 
American and Amoskeag. The carbon oil market 
was in a state of feverish excitement, and a further 
pronounced advance in prices was established, 115 
test moving up to 25c, and Llinois legal test to 
31%@s2c. A further advance is thought probable. 
The coal market was dull, with prices of anthracite 
weak and unsettled. 

Lumber was active and firmer at the docks. The 
yard business wasup to the recent average, with 
prices ranging the same as heretofore. Metals and 
hardware were steady, under a moderate country 
demand, which is increasing daily. Wool was 
firm under a good demand, and in sympathy with 
Eastern markets. The inquiry for broom-corn is 
fair, and old stock continues to move out quite 
freely. New earn will soon be in market, but not 
in large quantities for several weeks yet. Hay 
and hops remain quiet, the scason for either being 
scarcely open. The offerings of green fruits of all 
kinds were profuse, and prices were easier, the 

retail trade in peaches and other native varieties 
being fair. Poultry sold at recent prices. 

Lake freights were in moderate demand and firm- 
er, at 2igc by sail and 2igc by steam for corn to 
Buffalo. Rail freights were quiet, without change 
in quotations, agents asking 20c to New York, 18e 
to Philadelphia, 17\%c to Baltimore, and 20c to 


Boston, per 100 Ibs, and being willing to take con- 


siderably less. Through rates by lake and rail 
were quoted at 9c for corn and ode for wheat to 
New York, and 10c on cars to New England 
points. Freight engagemeuts were reported for 
15, 000 bu wheat, and 180, 000 bu corn.

SOUTH CHICAGO. 
MEBTING OF THE TOWN BOARD. 
The semi-annual meeting of the Town Board 
of South Chicago was held at the office of the 
Town Clerk, No. 48 South Clark street, last 
evening, Justice Haines presiding, and there 
were present Justices Pollack and Wallace, As- 
sessor Gray, Supervisor Lincoln, and Town 


Clerk Carver. 

Supervisor Lincoln presented the bills of the 
Deputy Assessors for 1876. Their pay was $5a 
day, and the aggregate of the bills was $4,785. 
Nearly all the claims had been assigned to third 
persons, and they were audited in favor of the 


assignees. It would not be a bad idea for the 
Board to discount its own bills, since 10 to 20 
per cent eould be saved thereby. 

The bill of Assessor Gray for $3,000 was next 


presented. 
SUPERVISOR LINCOLN 

said he had told Mr. Gray that he thought it 
very important that the work of Assessor should 
not be considered as ceasing the instant he 
turned his books over to the County Clerk. A 
great deal of money was lost every year by rea- 
son of faulty assessments,—the Assessor just 
taking the list of real estate be got from the 
County Clerk and assessing according to the 
description given in the list. In a town where 
property changed hands as rapidly as in Chica- 
go, there were many subdivisions put upon 
record, and, in many instances, parts of lots 
were sold off to other parties, and it became 
important, for the legality of the assessment that 
these and subdivisions should be assessed 
in their smallest subdivisions, and, if they were 
not so assessed, there was a loss at least for 
that year; and it created a great deal of trouble, 
and, frequently, the tax never appeared on the 
tax-books again. This year $16,000 had been 
lost in this manner, all of which came out of the 
taxes paid bythe people of the South Un. 
He thought it very important that W Gray 
should continue his work, should run 
veyances, correct the errors as the 
ered d jn ent refused, etc o keep on un- 
til he was steweeded in @& The expense of 
doing so would be something.

THE CRIB. 

* ATION BY THE CITY OFFICERS. 
In the absence of any yacht race yesterday, a 
party of city officials made a pleasure-trip to 
the crib. Some remarks derogatory to the sta- 
bility of that structuye had been made in THE 
TRIBUNE, and these formed a sufficiently valid 
excuse for the officials to take aride on the 
breezy bosom of the lake, under the pretense of 
inspecting the condition of the crib. At 10 
o’ciock in the forenoon a tug attached to a pier 
at the North Clark street bridge uttered a 
series of appalling shrieks, and as many of the 
invited guests as were present tumbled aboard. 
Among the nwaber were Mayor Heath, Com- 
missioners Prindiville and Thompson, Ald. Ro- 
senberg, Stewart, Baumgartner, Lodding, Mo- 
Crea, City-Engineer Chesbrough, Mr. Gottlieb, 
and Mr. i. — latter a Norwegian en- 
gineer who has recently come to this country to 
study its mechanical works. 

Arriving at the crib, the party were rapturous- 
ly —— 5 by the Man and Wife who are perma- 
nently settled there, more for the sake of the 
healthy climate than on account of any ni- 
ary reward. About half an hour was devoted 
to a survey of the wells, the living-rooms, the 
walls, and the tower, Mr. Chesbrough acting as 
friend, philosopher, and guide. The unanimous 
expression was to the effect that the crib, con- 
sidered as a crib and not as a piece of residence 
property, was unexcelled in location and con- 
struction, and was liable to endure for all time. 
It was found that in several places in the outer 
walls the cement between the ponderous blocks 
of stone had been washed away, leaving sus- 
picious-looking fissures; but it was eas y evi- 
dent that no serious damage had been done, and 
that the cracks could be recemented with ease 
and at a slight cost. It could not be for a mo- 
ment supposed that the foundations were in 
danger of giving way. All this Mr. Chesbrough 
made quite apparent to the group of investigat- 
ors who strung after him along the dark pas- 
sages in the interior, each holding the coat-tail 
of his predecessor. 

With regard to the residence-quarter of the 
crib, not so much favorable comment could be 
made. There was an all- ading dampness 
about the rooms that was anything but pleas- 
ant, and suggestive of moribund catfish. In- 
deed, the inmates of the crib seemed, under 
the gradnal influence of their watery home, to 
have taken into their natures something of the 
amphibious, and several of the visitors mani- 
fested symptoms of uneasiness as they observed 
the keeper’s eyes sparkle once or twice with an 
appetizing expectancy. Perhaps on some such 
account the investigation was hastened to an 
end. At any rate, the party shortly afterwards 
embarked on the tug. 

Mr. Chesbrough thinks that a house ought to 
be erected on the roof of the Crib for the use of 
the inmates. As the accommodations now are, 
everything runs to rot and ruin, owing to the 
continual dampness of the atmosphere. Pro- 
visions spoil, clothing falls to pieces, and the 
furniture is constantly afflicted with asthma or 
rheumatism. The cost of the contemplated 
edifice will not be over $1,000, while a mere trifle

HUXLEY. 


His Address to the American Scientific Asso- 
ciation. 
Dispatchto New York Tribune. 
BurraLo, Aug. %.—Prof. Huxley arrived 
here last night, and attended the meeting of the 
American Association this morning. He was 
introduced by the President, Prof. Rogers, in a 
few fitting remarks of welcome. The audience 
was very large and enthusiastic. Prof. Huxley 


replied substantially as follows: 

Permit me in the first place to offer yon my most 
hearty thanks for this, | would not say unexpected 
welcome, because everywhere since I landed in 
America it has been of this kind; but for this very 
cordial and hearty welcome. You will forgive me 
if my phraseology is inadequate, for I have al- 
ways thought it the highest eloquence to con- 
dense whatever there isto besaidin the fewest 
words. I have been told that it would be 
gratifying to you to have me suy something, but 
emotion will make my speaking a difficult task. 
Also, I have no scientific matter to communicate, and 
Iam unprepared. Since my arrival I have discov- 
ered that the special instinct of curiosity is alto- 
— developed here. I experienced it almost 
mmediately on my arrival in being ipterviewed by 
two active and intelligent representatives of your 
press, who put to me a series of inquiries of 
deepest and most profound interest, each of 
which would require a treatise in reply; and I am 
afraid I had to dismiss them with scant courtesy. 
It may satisfy their curiosity if I state briefly some 
of my general impressions 4 this country. 

Since my arrival I have learned a great many 
things, —more, I think, than ever before in an equal 
— of time in my life. In England we have 
always taken a lively interest in America; but I 
think no Englishman who has not had the good for- 
tune to visit America has any real conception of the 
activity of the population, the enormous distances 
which separate the great centres; and least of all do 
Englishmen understand how identical ie the great 
basis of character on both sides of the Atlantic. An 
Englishman with whom I have been talking since 
my arrival says: I cannot find that I am abroad. 
The great features of your country are all such as I 
am familiar with in parts of England and Scotland. 
Your beautiful Hudson reminds me of a Scotch 
lake. The marks of giaciation in your hills re- 
mind me of those in Scottish highlands. 

I had heard of the degeneration of your stock 
from the Englishtype. I have not perceived it. 
Some years ago one of your most distinguished men 
of letters, equally loved and admired in England 
and America, expressed an opinion which touched 
English feeling somewhat keenly—that there was a 
difference between your women and ours after 
reaching a certain age. He said our English 
women were ‘‘beefy.” That is his word, not 
mine. Well, I have studied the aspect of the 
people that I have met here in steamboats and 
railway carriages, and I meet with just the same 
faces, the main difference as to the men bein 
in the way of shaving Though I shoul 
be sorry to use the word which Hawthorne 
did, yet in respect to stature for fine, portly wom- 
en, I think the average here fully as great as on 
the other side. Some people talk of the injurious 
influence of climate. I have seen no trace of the 
North American type. You have among you 
the virtue which is most notable among the savages, 
that of hospitality. You take us to a bountiful 
dinner, and are not quite satisfied unless 
we take away with us the plates and 
spoons. Another feature has impressed 
itself upon me. I have visited some of your great 
universities, and meet men as well known in the 
Old World as in the New. I find certain differences 
here. The English universities are the product of 
Government, yours of private munificence. That 
among us is almost unknown. The general notion 
of an Englishman when he gets rich is to found an 
estate and benetit his family. The 
general notion of an American when 
fortunate is to do something for the 
good of the people, and from which benefits shall 
continue to flow. The latter is the nobler ambi- 


on. 

It is popularly said abroad that you have no an- 
tiquities in America. If you talk about the 
trumpery of three or four thousand years of his- 
tory, it is true, But, in the large sense, as re- 
ferring to times before man made his momentary 
appearance, America is the place to study 
the antiquitics of the globe. The reality of 
the enormous amount of material here has 
fur surpassed my anticipation. I have studied the 
collection gathered ‘by Prof. Marsh at New Haven. 
There is none like itin Europe, not onlyin ex- 
tent of time covered, but by reason of its bear- 
ing on the —.— of Evolution. Whereas, be- 
fore this collection was made, Evolution was a mat- 
ter of speculative reasoning, it is now a matter of 
fact and history, as much asthe monuments of 
Egypt. In that collection are the facts of the suc- 
cession of forms and the history of their evolution. 
All that now remains to be asked is, How? and 
that is a subordinate question. With such mat- 
ters as this before my mind, you will ex- 
cuse me if I cannot find thoughts appropri- 
ate to this occasion. I would that 
might have offered something more worthy: 
but [ hope that your Association may do what the 
British Association is doing,—may sow the sceds 
of scientific inquiry in your cities and villages, 
whence shall arise a process of natural selection by 
which those minds best fitted for the task may be 
led to help on the work in which we are all in? 
terested. in I thank you for your excessive 
— gy and, I may almost say, affectionate re- 
ception.

Effect of the Sale on the Coal 


New Tonk, Aug. 29.—The great coal sale 
took place to-day, at noon, at Hanover Square, 
which was completely blocked with coal specu- 
lators. Buyers from all parts of the country 
were present. Intense excitement reigned in 
the neighborhood, and wagons, trucks, and win- 
dows were filled with spectators, while the act- 
ual buyers were congregated in a dense mass 
around the auctioneer’s stand.
